Ottawa, May 7, 1902. 

In the railway committee this morn 
ing the Calgary and Edmonton com- 
pany brought forward their amended

application for an extension 
line to the boundary and for fifty-mile 
branches eastward from Lacombe, We-

time for the northern branches was 
two years to commence and five years 
to finich. The objectionable provision 
as to starting the branches “at or 
near” the towns of Strathcana, We- 
taskiwin and Lacombe was retained. 
Mr. Kingsmill, of Toronto, solicitor for 
the applicants, addressed the commii- 
tee at lengih giving the history of the 
company and, stating its intentions. 

Scott, of West Assiniboia, poinied 
out that althoulgh the land grant had 
been dropped, the excessive boading 
power of twenty-five thousand tol- 
lans a mile was retained. The bond- 
ing power waj3 4s serious a matter as 
the land graut. The company had 
bonded the three hundred miles of line 
already construcied for about tive and 
a half million dollars. The road had 
cost, according to the statement in 
the blue book, three and three quar- 
ter millions, so that ihe company had 
mede a gain on bonds alone of one and 
three quarters millions of doilars tor 
which no value had been given and yet 
the interest on which had to be paid 
out of the traffic of the road. The in- 
terest to be paid on the bands for 
which no value had been given amount- 
ed to over one hundred thousand dol- 
lars a year. As the case stood the 
company had sold five and a half mil- 
lion doliars of bonds, they had receiv- 
ed a land grant which at three dol- 
lars an acre amounted to five and a 
half miliions more and they had 
ceived a cash subsidy of eighty thous- 
and dollars a year for twenty years, 
equal to a capital of one million dol- 
lars, Adding these amounis together 
the road had cost the country in bonds 
or lands or taxes over twelve millioa 
dollans, while it had only cost the com- 
pany according to their own showing 
three and three quariers miitions dol- 
lars. He suggested that instead of 
asking for bonding powers of twenty- 
five thousand dollars per mile on the 
extension and ‘ranches the company 
should use some of their profit on the 
original transaction for the purpose of 
building the extension and branches. 
The people who gave traffic to the 
road paid the interest ov the bonds, 
and an unnecessary issue of bonds 
meant an unnecessary tax upon the 
patrons of the road. 

Oliver said that the bill had been re- 
ferred back to the promoters for 
amendment on three points; To drop 
the land grant, to provide for early 
construction, and to protect the in- 
terests of established towns. The land 
grant had been dropped, but the bill 
was practically the same as to time of 
corstruction and protection of town 
sites as before. The conipany had 
been made aware at the previous meat- 
ing of the wisbes of the committee; 
they had been given an oportunily to 
meet those wishes; they nad not seen 
fit te dp so; he was therefore compel- 
led in the protection of the interests 
of the peaple mast intimately affected, 
to vote against the bill. 


re- 
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It became apparent from the tem- 
per of the committee that the bill was 
likely to be defeated. Its supporters 
refused to allow the preamble to go to 
a vote andi after their holding the com- 
mitiee for half an hour beyona itis us- 
ual time of rising the committee rose 
without taking a vote. The chairman 
announced that as the supporters of 
the bill had obstructed the taking of 
a vote he did not feel justified in al- 
lowing the committee to adjourn with- 
out an understanding that the bill 
went to the bottom of the order paper 
so that it would not be allowed to ob- 
struct other business. This leaves the 
question still unsettled and it is pos- 
sible, owing to the prospect of early 
prormgation that the “ill will not get 
through this session.

Every effort is being made to rush 
the session to an early close. On the 
government side Sir Wilfrid is anxious 
that the House should close some weeks 
before he will be required to leave to 
attend the coronation ceremonies. On 
the| opposition side the desire is to get 
into the Ontario elections, which are 
now in progress.

which, after a preamble which called 
attention to the necessity of improving 
and cheapening the transport of agri- 
cultural products to the ultimate mar- 
ket, concluded by cal'ing upor the gov- 
ernment to adopt “such a policy in 
connection with qur waterways and the 
ship building industry as will speedily 
lead to the completion of a Canadian 
system of both inland and ocean trans- 
port.” There could be no quarrel with 
the whereases of the resolution but the 
conclusion dogs not seem to naturally 
follow. Railway monopoly is the prin- 
cipal cause of Canada’s disadvantalge 
in reaching market with her agricul- 
tural products, and this disadvantage 
the resolution did noi touch. To en- 
large or to increase the number of can- 
als, to deepen the St. Lawrence and to 
bonus ship building may read all right 
on paper but the cost in money would 
certainly produce much greater resulis 
in cheapening and improving transpor- 
tation if applied io the railways than 
to the waterways. A fairly inierestirg 
debate took place on the resolution, 
which) was carried without serious 
political divisions. Naturally on be- 
half of the government ihe improve- 
ments that had been made in cold stor- 
age transportation, the enlargement 
of the canaks and the deepening of the 
Sit. Lawrence were held to have meais- 
urably met the purpose of the resolu- 
tion aud established ihe policy of the 
government ip its fayor. Robinson, of 
Elgin, spoke of railway discrimination 
‘and showed a charge of twenty-eight 
cents per hundred pounds on live cat- 
tle from Chicago io Boston compared 
with a charge of thiriy-ihree cents per 
hundred irom a point eighty miles 
north of Tgrouto io Boston; besides, 
there was a rebate of $7.50 on the Chi- 
cago shipment, making a total dis- 
crimination of $1.14 per head against 
the cattle shipped for the shorter dis- 
tance by the Canadian farmer. The op- 
portunity was afiorded for the advo- 
cates of the French River and Ottawa 
canal scheme to air their views. The 
government would not accept the reso- 
lution and it was defeated by a voie 
of ninety-three io forty-two. 


Dr. Roddick’s bill 
medical council for the Dominion 
discussed, during the evening sitting 
and the third reading was carried by a 
vote, of forty-six to sixteen. The pur- 
pose which the bill is intended toserve 
is to provide a framework of legisla- 
tion upon which the several provinces 
can meet in arranging for a general 
standinig of medical practitioners to be 
good throughout, Canada. The bill 
does. not become effective until its pro- 
visions have becn adopted by every pro- 
vince of the Dominivn. The only ob- 
jection to the bill came fram a few, of 
the Quebec members who saw in it an 
infringement ef the exclusive right of 
the province to deal with matters of 
education. On the other hand it was 
pointed out that the bill did not be- 
come operative until the provincial 
legislature sanctioned ii, therefore it 
could not be an infringement of pro- 
vincial rights. The premier advocat- 
ed the bill on the ground that medical 
scieneé was of universal application 
and that there should be no factious 
restrictions to the interchanging of 
medical skill. The Minister of Public 
Works also supported the bill and the 
Minister of Justice. All agreed that 
the provisions of the bill were desirable 
and would be acceptable to the Eng- 
lish-speaking provinces. The jfeneral 
feeling was that the Quebec members 
who opposed the bill as an infringe- 
ment on provincial rights were taking 
an unjustifiably extreme view.

The supplementary estimates for the 
year ending June 30, 1903, are uow be- 
fore} the House and total something. 
over five and a half millions of dol- 
lars. There is also a further supple- 
mentary estimate for the current year 
ending June 4, 1902. “To pay amount 
of judgment of exchequer court in fav- 
or of Messrs. Mackenzie and Mann to 
recoup them for their outlay in con- 
nection with proposed contract for a 
railway from Stickine river to Teslin 
lake, including costs and disbursements 
in connection with the case. $328,508.” 
This item is a iegacy from the bargain 
made for the construction of the Stick- 
ine-Teslin railway. Messrs. Mackenzie 
and Mann were given a hurry order 
to construct this railway. They at 
once made large expenditures looking 
to that end, but the contract. was not 
ratified by the Senate and therefore 
fell through. Having made the pre- 
liminary expenditures on the author- 
ity of the government they claim the 
return of their money. The matter 
has hung fire so long; and was last 
year referred to a court for decision. 
The item in the estimates is the 
amount adjudged by the court as due 
Mackenzie and Mann. ;

Ceptain Bernier and the Pole, 

The following interesting article on 
Arctic research appears in a recent is- 
sue of the Manitoba Free Press. Ii is 
of considerable local interest becayse 
the leader of the expedition, now be- 
ing organized and equipped, is a Cana- 
dian, and Canada is likely to coniri- 
bute the major part of the funds re- 
quired; the sum of $100,000 having been 
mentioned by the premier as the pos- 
sible contribution; 

Ever since Nansen got as near the 
North Pole as the distance from Bran- 
dion to Moose Jaw, no authority on 
Arctic exploration ‘has doubled thai 
the Pole is attainable. It is a ques- 
tion mainly of a masterful leader, 
who knows what he is about, plenty 
of dogs and three square meals a day. 
It is doubtful if there has ever before 
been ais much money invested in Polar 
expeditions, except during the search 
for Sir John Franklin, as there is at 
the present time; and it will not be 
at all surprising if within the next 
few years that long inaccessible poini, 
the northern apex of the world, is 


reached. There is ground for the hope 
that the flag to be planted there will 
be the British flag, and that its plant- 
er will, be a Canadian, namely the 
experienced nd intrepid Arctic ex- 
plorer, Captain J. E. Bernier, of Que- 
bec, who is so anxious to make good 
Lord Dufferin’s well-known declara- 
tion that the North Pole is part of the 
Dominion, 

Every Canadian will join with Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier and Mr. Borden in 
declaring that Captain Bernier de- 
Serves €very encouragemept in aspir- 
ing to gain, for Canada and the Em- 
pire, the honor of discovering the 
Pole. The Pole itself is ef no special 
value, but the attaining of it will be 
the means of arriving at information 
of great value to science. Until that 
information is secured there can never 
be complete understanding of the 
ineteorology of the world. There may 
also be revealed many manifestations 
of nature throwing light on the mys- 
terious forces of electricity. Ii has 
been by slow degrees, the history of 
wiuch is deeply interesiing, that the 
knowledge which man possesses to- 
day of the Polar regions has been 
gained. The greatest secret of those 
Tegions yet found. out is the fact, as 
it has now been proved to be, that 
there is a flow from one hemisphere 
to the other, which carries with it 
the vast ice-field. Nansen’s voyage 
in the Fram proved that by entering 
the ice from the Siberian side, a ves- 
sel will be drifted down to the east of 
Greenland, 

The first Arctic explorer who had 
an inkling of this movement of the 
ice was Peary, McClure, McClintock 
and othens were strongly inclined to 
the same view; but still the question 
was not understood. lt was reserved 
for Sir George Nare’s expedition to 
explain the whole story. On the one 
Side are the great rivers of Siberia 
pouring their waters into the unknown 
area on their side, and the Gulf 
Stream flowing up; and on the other 
side the prodigious accumulations of 
piled-up ice which all the explorers 
have described. The drift from one 
Side to the other across the Polar 
ocean is now a matter of established 
knowledge, What Captain Bernier 
proposes to do is to enter the ice a 
good deal nearer to Behring Straits 
and so to drift acrass that vast un- 
known ocean on the ice afong a line 
considerably north of that along which 
Nansen drifted. Krom the point on 
that line of drifting nearest the Pole, 
dogs will carry the explorer to the 
actual ice-capped Spot which is the 
north end of the axis en which this 
globe of ours revolves. 

Captain Bernier’s plan, as he de- 
scribed it in a paper read at a meeting 
of the Royal Colonial Institute in 
London last year, is to enter Behring 
Straits in July, with a specially built 
vessel of about three hundred tons. 
Guided by the experience of De Long, 
Nansen, Nordenskjold, Toll, Mark. 
ham and others, he is confident that 
he can gain the Pole. Follawing the 
coast of Siberia, he will enter the ice 
between 170 and 165 degrees east, as 
its state may permit. Monthly balloon 
messengers, each containing copies of 
all records in former balloons will be 
dispatched; so that the world at large 
will have news of the expedition. 
Scientific observations will, of course, 
be taken and a compleie record of the 
edpedition in the form of photogra phis 
will also be secured, kites being used 
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; for long-distance photographs. In 
the second spring and summer the
